I have been designated by the Pro- 
vost Marshal General to take appeals 
in behalf of the Oovemment in all 
casaa of exemptiou on account of de- 
pendents, and In casaa of dlaeharges 
which have been granted to persona 
under the Jurisdiction of the Local 
Board for Mason County. It U also 
my duty in cases where the Local 
Board may have erred ni rpfuBing ex- 
emptions to guard the interests of 
people who might sutler by such er- 
rors and who have not taken appeals 
to the District Board from the decis- 
ions of the Local Board. Considering 
the number of men examined and the 
short period of time at the disposal 
of the Local Board for Investigation 
of claims for exemption, It is only na- 
tural that some mistakes should have 
been made. In some instances, no 
doubt,, through want of sufficient and 
accurate Information the Local Board 
may have granted claims for exemp- 
tion to persons not entitled thereto, 
and in other instanoea nay have re- 
jected dalma that should have been 
granted. In order to enable me to 
perform my duties properly tt will be 
necessary for third persons who have 
Information that causes them to be- 
lieve (hat the Local Board has erred 
in granting or rejecting claims for ex- 
emptions or discharges, to furnish me 
with such Information. 

I therefore reqnast all. persons 
knowing any facta that would lead 
them to believe that an error has been 
made to notify me and 1 will immedi- 
ately make an InTestigatlon and takd 
the required steps to have it correct- 
ed.

WABBING WITH MI0B0BE8 

Some years ago Jack London told in n magazine story how the 
European powers (of the future) dealt with the "yellow peril." 
China had half a billion inhabitants, had awakened from ita apathy 
and under the tutelage of German otfieers luid learned the art of war. 
Mighty China was ready to ran amuck over the face of the planet and 
Europs trembled. But aviation had developed and so had the science 
of disease germs. lOnrope exensed itself on the ground of iieeessity 
and droi)ped mierolx's from aeropiane.s all over China. The germs 
of terible and infectious disease took etfeet and the half a billion 
Chinese slowly died. Then, after waiting I'or the jjrocess to be com- 
plete and for the necessary sanitation duly i)erformed i)y nature, the 
European powers marched in and divided up the territory. 
^ It was a big thriller, well told as well as horrible, but it did 
not convince because not one reader in ten thousand could believe 
rthat Christian Europe would ever descend to such deviltry and em- 
ploy auch methods of war to get rid of a "yellow" or any other peril. 
What now recalls Jaok London's feat of the inmgination is the story 
of the efforts of German agents to spread such diseases at tetanus 
and typhoid fever among the people of the United States by means 
of poisoned court plaster and soap. This charge of German deviltry 
probably found very few lielievers. Many might have believed if 
the reported effort had been merely to spread disease among our 
training soldiers, for it has been sufficiently well proved that German 
"frightfulness" stops at nothing and that "anything to win the war" 
is that country's deliberately adopted policy. Hut an attempt upon 
the lives or the hedlth of the whole people of the United States seem- 
ed ineredibl if ior no other re.ison lieeansi' such an undertaking wiis 
too huge and difficult to be successful in a measure large enough to 
offset the risks to say nothing of its helUshn^ss. 

Vet it now appears that liiK'li (lerinan officials have been caught 
at the same practice in Rumania, anthrax and glanders germs being 
the legacies which the German minister proposed leaving to the peo- 
ple of Bucliharest when Rumania's declaration of war should send 
him home. "The microbe cultures," we read "were sent to his mili- 
tary aid from the German consulate at Kronstadt by German diplo- 
matic couriers exempt from search. The war came suddenly and the 
vials were buried in the garden of the legation. I^ater they were 
dug up in the presence of many witnsaes, among who was an attache 
of the American legation. The box was covered with official soils 
and warnings of secrecy. Within were the microbe cultures duly 
labeled witii directions I'or use. .Suliseciuent tests upon iininmis pro. 
duoed the horrible diseases named." This charge has now been for- 
mally made by the Rumanian Minister of Foreign Affairs in an of- 
ficial note to the Powers. The charitable will still entertain doubt, 
but even theSe are convinced that the Germans can never live down 
the rputation they have acouired in this nunparalleled war.

What the new military training camps may mean in civilian 
health as well as in excellent cure for the soldiers is shown by the 
campaign against mos(|uitoes that Camp Sheridan is waging around 
Montgomery, Ala. ' 

The military authorities intend to exterminate mosquitoes in a 
whole county. They are draining a great swamp that "has long been 
a problem to the city," as a local newspaper cheerfully admits. The 
soldiers at the camp aren't going to be troubled with malaria. In- 
cidentally the civilian population near by will be protected. 

The Cam]) Sheridan mosquito campaign is jnst one instance of 
the many definite and effective measures that are being taken at ev- 
ery camp to protect the men ^n training there. The old herding to- 
gether of men inider conditions that started and spread infectious 
diseases is a thing of the past. The army camp of today is a model 
of sAiitary engineering. 

Soldiers and their relatives who have remembered willi horror 
and dread the conditions of camp life in the Spanish war will take 
heart as they realize the extent of the preparations being made for 
the boys who are gfling into training now. The perils of the iiattle 
front may be as great as ever. Uncle Sam is profiting by experience 
in this matter and nuking good use of all the applied hygiene and 
knowledge of scientifle sanitation at hia command. It's good news 
for everybody.

Ufflclali had recognised that recent 
dlscloBUfM concemtaig cablegrams 
sent to Berlin by the German minister 
at BuenoB Aires through the Swedish 
foreign ofllc liml iiKeravated the situa- 
tion brought uiiuut by German's sink- 
ing of Argentine ships, tbut It had 
been assumed, that with the German 
minister {landed hia passports, no fur- 
ther official aotlon would he taken 
pending receipt of Berdlnt explana- 
tion of the messages. 

Altlioiigh It Is understood the State 
Peiiariment's purpose In making pub- 
lie (o|)lcs of the cablegrams was only 
to exi>o8e the Germany government's 
v'orld wide system of duplicity and 
Intrigue, it Is no secret that Argen^ 
tine's participation in the war would 
bo welcomed. 

Even the breaking ot of relations, 
it la pointed out, would have a power- 
ful effect ' on public opinion In all 
South American countries where Ger- 
man Influences are kown to be 
strong. That action also probably 
would result in considerable material 
benefit to the sliies by restricting 
Argentine graia and meat ezorts to 
neutral eoontrie* through which thejr 
lallht And their way to Oeraiaay.

lialg Reports Whole ef Objeetivec Are 
Taken— Two Thonwad I'risoDeni 
Are Caplnred Ky EnfUsh In 
■Wly Htasreit of Ui 
New l»ri»e. 



London, September 20 — British 
troops are reported to have pene- 
trated the Oorman posltlona in their 
offenslre on the Flanders front aa tar 
as the Zonnebekemhelvelt line, Rou- 
ter's correspondent at British head- 
QuarterH telegraphs. 

At the llnic the correspondent's re- 
port was (llsiiutclied the Oermans had 
launched no counter attacks. They 
were massing In certain places, how- 
ever, where the British guns were 
bombarding them. 

The penetration has roaohed the 
depth of a mine, "which, oonsidering 
the character of the ground, is a won- 
derful achievement" the dispatch 
adds. It is characterized the result of 
today's attack as a "fine success." 

Field Marshal Haig's offlclal report 
says that north country and Aus- 
tralian battalions penetrated the Oer- 
man positions in the centives. These 
included Hamlet, Veldhoek and the 
westerin portion of Foljrton Wood. 
Further north Zevenkote waa cap- 
lured and also a few guna. 

Two thousand prisoners have been 
caplure<i by the British, according to 
tlie ollicial report tonight, in the 
Flanders drive. 

The British attack was launched at 
daybreak against the German de- 
fenses about the Pypre salient along 
an extended front, whie|i has its cen- 
ter around Inverness Copse and as- 
tride the Ypres-Menlne road, a little 
poiitluaBt of Hoogp. 

From the Hrst moment of going 
over the lop, the assault proceeded 
with marked success, especially in the 
crucial sector betweeu the Ypres 
Roulers railway and Hollebeke, where 
the British early In the day had forced 
their _way forward over marshy 
ground and through woods Ulled with 
machine guns to a considerable depth 
and were continuing the bitter flght 
in the neighborhood of the famous 
Inverness Copse, .Nun's Wood and 
Glencorse Wood, where so much blood 
lias been shed since the allies began 
the battle of Flanders on July 31. 

It the attack from the forces main- 
tain the positions to wliich they have 
advanced in thia section, they will 
have accomplished one of the most re- 
markable and most Importana 
achievements in recent months. The 
Gorman infantry made the most de 
t( rmined resistance in their atlenipt 
to regain this vital ground and their 
artillery retaliated heavily against the 
British big guns. 

This phase of the battle of Flan- 
ders, which bids fair to become known 
as the battle of Menine Road, be- 
gan at 6:40 o'clock. The infantry ad 
Vance was preceded by a barrage Bre 
of greater depth than ever witnessed 
Five distinct barrages, in fact, were 
dropped ahead of the men as they be- 
gan their Journey into this difficult 
terrain. The tremendous curtain of 
bursting steel did its work well and 
the troops pushed forward rapidly to- 
\ ard their objectives. 

The heavy new rails that the C. ft O. 
had distributed through this city to 
relay its westbound track with were 
yesterday picked up and will be taken 
to New Richmond to finish out the 
track there.
